King Hussein told reporters: 
“We are waiting for toe Palestin- 
ians to solidify their position so 
that we may offer them support . 

He said he hoped the Iran-Iraq 
ceasefire would allow greater 
efforts to be made toward solving 
the Arab-Israeli conflict.

LONDON, Sept 4, (Agencies): 
Israeli politician Shimon Peres 
was quoted today as saying he 
would not join another national 
unity coalition which rejected a 
compromise peace with the 
Arabs. 

“We shall not join in any 
government that will say no to 
toe peace process,” Peres was 
reported as telling The Observer* 
toe liberal London weekly. 

His statement “seemed to rule 
out a continuation.” of toe coali- 
tion between his Labour Party 
and the right-wing Likud which 
has ruled Israel for toe past four 
years, said the newspaper which 
interviewed Peres in Jerusalem 
last week. 

Willing 

Peres, a former prime minister, 
is his party’s candidate for the 
post again in the Nov 1 general 
elections. 

The report quoted Peres as 
saying he wants discussions with 
Palestinians willing to recognise 
toe 1967 UN Security Council 
Resolution- 242 which called for 
withdrawal from occupied 
territory and respect for Israel’s 
right to live within secure bor- 
ders. 

Peres said his party is ready to 
trade territory for peace and 
accept a timetable for toe transi- 
tion from interim to permanent 
settlement of the Israeli-Palestin- 
ian dispute. 

The Observer quoted Peres as 
saying: “Fm saying this time it’s 
not a choice between parties, it’s 
a choice between destinies. What 
sort of Israel will it be in the 
future?”

UK, Syria to resume ties 


SHARJAH, Sept 4, (KUNA): 
Britain and Syria have agreed to 
resume diplomatic relations and . 
settle all problems between the 1 
two countries, according to a 
report published today. 

The daily. Al Khakej quoted 
reliable British sources in Lon- 
don as saying that toe resump- 
tion of ties and appointment of 
ambassadors will take place 
within two weeks. 

The two countries held secret 
contacts during the past three 
months, toe sources added. 


A senior Arab official close to 
both Syrian President Hafez Al 
Assad and British Premier Mar- 
garet Thatcher paved toe way for 
these contacts, the sources said. 

Two other senior GCC 
officials followed up the issue 
during their separate visits to 
Britain early this year and in July, 
toe sources added. 

Britain severed diplomatic ties 
withSyriainOct 1986 and halted 
Syrian Airlines’ flights to Lon- 
don and Syria took similar 
measures against Britain. 


GCC ministers meet to map post-war strategy 

Saudis call for new 
spirit of peace 


RIYADH, Sept 4. i Agencies): 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al 
Faisal said today that Iran’s turn 
to peace with Iraq was “a crucial 
and significant" development, 
but stressed that a “new spirit 
that respects good neighbourly 
ties” was needed in the Gulf. 

The prince, opening a minis- 
terial council meeting of the six- 
member GCC. welcomed the 
peace talks between Iran and 
Iraq under United Nations aus- 
pices in Geneva. 

Ensure 

He said the countries of the 
Gulf looked forward to the 
belligerents “reaching a formula 
that would guarantee an end Lo 
their conflict and would achieve 
an honourable peace and a just 
settlement of all toe problems 
that led to armed conflict bet- 
ween them.” 

Prince Saud expressed “sup- 
port and consolidation” for the 
efforts of UN Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar to reach a 
formula that would ensure “last- 
ing and comprehensive” peace 
on the basis of Security Council 


Resolution 59S. 

But he cautioned Iran that 
ending the nearly eight-year-old 
Gulf war “is not sufficient in 
itself, unless backed by a new 
spirit that respects good neigh- 
bourly ties and rejects aggres- 
sion. avoids sabotage and inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of 
neighbours and seeks unity of 
Muslims and directing efforts to 
toe good of Islam.” 

Expected 

The GCC session, attended by 
the foreign ministers of the coun- 
cil’s member states, was expected 
to Iasi two days. 

The ministers will seek ways to 
help break the deadlocked peace 
talks in Geneva and map out a 
post-war strategy for the region. 

It was the first meeting by toe 
alliance since Iran unexpectedly 
announced on July 18 its uncon- 
ditional acceptance of Resolu- 
tion 598. which called for a 
ceasefire in the war. The truce 
took hold on Aug 20.

8,000 dead in 
Sudanese famine 


KHARTOUM. Sept 4, ( Reuter): 
A senior Sudanese Army officer 
said today scores of people were 
dying of hunger every day in an 
isolated southwestern town and 
a Khartoum newspaper reported 
8,000 people had died there so 
far. 

Relief officials said hundreds 
of destitute people from several 
famine-hit southern districts 
were trekking north in search of 
food in towns which had little 
relief to offer. 

They said more than 30 people 
a day were dying in one such 
town, Al Meiram, to which 
refugees were flocking from toe 
neighbouring southwestern 
province of Bahr Al Ghazal. 

“They arrive with barely any 
clothes on, no cattle and only 
water gourds,” said one relief 
official after a visit to Ai Meiram 
in the province of southern Kor- 
dofan. 

Hunger 

The military commander of 
Bahr Al Ghazal, Major-General 
Abugroun Abdullah Abugroun, 
was quoted as saying toe same 
number of people died of hunger 
in toe province's town of Aweil 
every day as were killed in north- 
ern Sudan by floods last month. 

“The state is concerned with 
toe north and ignores toe south," 
he told today's edition of toe 
weekly Sawt Al Sharia. 


“The fuss over the death of 64 
people in the north as a result of 
toe latest disaster proves it," he 
said, referring to toe official 
death toll in floods in Khartoum. 

“A similar number dies of 
hunger every day in Aweil and 
nobody is doing anything about 
it," he said. 

The independent Khartoum 
daily Al Ayam quoted official 
reports as saying 8,000 people 
had died in AwetL without giving 
a time period. Official comment 
on the report was not 
immediately available. 

The paper said floods had cut 
off the town, which a World 
Food Programme official in 
Rome said last week was almost 
totally without food because of 
security problems, bad roads and 
railways. 

Relief officials said several 
international aid agencies were 
trying to arrange recon n a i ssa n ce 
flights over Aweil to assess con- 
ditions. 

Refugees 

They were also trying to 
organise a food airlift for Al 
Meiram, where about 30,000 
refugees are camped. 

The officials said toe number 
of malnutrition deaths among 
the refugees had jumped 
dramatically from toe average of 
30 a day in June and July.

Bangladeshis face 
starvation, disease 

yesterday, taking the total death 
toll in the current monsoon 
floods that began in June to at 
least 882. The government toll, 
considered understated, stood at 
400. 

In Dhaka, a city of six million 
people, gasoline was scarce and 
several gas stations closed their 
pumps and hung “no gas” sign- 
boards. 

“Supply of petrol has been cut 
off due to breakdown of com- 
munication system between 
Dhaka and the port city of Chit- 
tagong," said one station owner, 
Giasuddin Ahmed. “Unless to 
get fresh supplies toe pumps will 
remain closed.” Rains battered 
Dhaka today, triggering panic 
among the residents. An 
estimated half a million people 
have taken shelter in the capital 
from adjoining low-lying areas. 
Their presence and uncertainties 
over toe floods caused prices of 
goods to rise in the city. Rice, a 
staple, has shot up 40 per cent. 

Meanwhile, Dhaka remained 
cut off for the third day today as 
more areas of toe runways at the 
international airport were sub- 
merged. 

Japan, responding to Ban- 
gladesh's appeal for inter- 
national aid, pledged SI 3 million 
of "interim" flood relief today, 
toe official BSS news agency 
said.

The officials, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said 
they did not have enough boats 
to reach toe areas. 

Appeals 

The officials estimated that 20 
million people were marooned in 
50 of toe country’s 64 districts 
that were battered by toecurrent 
floods. No drinking water was 
available as hand pumps in the 
area had submerged 

The Bangladesh government 
issued fresh appeals for boats, 
helicopters ana three million 
tons or food to combat a deluge 
that has affected an estimated 30 
million people.

UK naval 
ship damaged 
in collision 
in Gulf 

ABU DHABI, Sept 4, (Agen- 
cies): The British destroyer 
Southampton docked in 
Fujairah port in the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) today after 
being involved in a collision with 
a merchant ship which it was 
escorting into the Gulf. 

Officials at Fujairah port said 
toe 3,560-tonne warship would 
remain in harbour for a few days 
for inspection after the accident 
10 miles off toe coast of Oman 
last night. 

The collision with toe 34,477- 
tonne British container vessel 
T or Bay injured 1 1 sailors on toe 
Southampton, three of whom 
suffered broken bones. 

A Royal Navy spokesman said 
toe Southampton, carrying a 
crew of 280, was holed in toe port 
side.

Position 

Shipping sources said toe ships 
probably collided while man- 
oeuvring into position for toe 
destroyer to lead the Tor Bay 
through toe narrow Strait of 
Hormuz into the Gulf. 

The Southampton is part of a 
British task force which has been 
protecting British-flagged mer- 
chant vessels against Iranian 
attack during the Gulf war. 

The Tor Bay's owners. P and 
O, said one ballast tank near the 
bow was holed. The ship was 
continuing to Dubai from Sin- 
gapore. h will berepaired at toe 
Dubai drydock. 

On arrival at Fujairah, toe 
sailors with broken bones were 
moved to toe local government 
hospital.

No recess in Gulf peace talks 

UN mediator proposes 
compromise formula 


GENEVA, Sept 4, (Reuter): 
United Nations mediator Jan 
Eliasson said today he planned 
no recess in toe I ran- Iraq peace 
talks despite the distrust both 
sides say has prevented them 
from malting progress. 

The Swedish envoy, chosen on 
Thursday by UN Secretary -Gen- 
eral Javier Perez de Cuellar to 
take over Gulf mediation from 
him, said it was important to 
work hard to try to get agreement 
on small issues in order to build 
confidence. 

“We areuow in this intensive 
working phase and I of course 
hope for and expect progress on 
toe issues that we discuss,” he 
told a news conference. “There is 
no recess planned for toe time 
being.” 

He said he had also proposed a 
new compromise formula. 

The two rides are so divided 
that toe UN has not convened a 
face-to-face meeting since the 
second day of toe talks, on Aug 
26. 

Modest 

Foreign ministers of toe Non- 
Aligned Movement, to which 
both Iran and Iraq belong, meet 
this week in Nicosia and it was 
not clear if toe Iraqi and Iranian 
ministers plan to attend. Each is 
his country’s chief peace 
negotiator at toe Geneva talks. 

Eliasson said negotiations 
were much easier now than in 
1986 when he visited Iran and 
Iraq during the fighting to help 
the late Swedish Prime Minister 
OJof Palme’s search for peace. 

“1 am not discouraged. You 
have to have a modest apprecia- 
tion of progress,” he said. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz met Eliasson for 75 minutes 
last evening and Iranian Foreign 


Minister Ali LAkbarVelayati met 
the Swede for 2- 1 /2 fiours in talks 
that extended into this morning. 

Eliasson said he and his team, 
were digesting toe detailed infor- 
mation from those talks and he 
hoped late today to hold infor- 
mal meetings with lower-level 
-delegations. 

Aziz told reporters after his ' 
session yesterday toe negotia- 
tions had not advanced past 
square one since they began on 
Aug 25. 

Extension 

They are stuck on toe question 
of a ceasefire and a withdrawal of 
troops, toe first point of UN 
Security Council Resolution 
598, toe basis for toe talks. 

A ceasefire took hold on Aug 
20, but Iraq insists that as an 
extension of that Iran must agree 
to stop searching its ships in the 
Gulf. 

It also demands Tehran agree 
to a survey and subsequent clear- 
ing of toe Shan Ai Arab, the 
waterway between them which is 
Iraq’s main outlet to the Gulf. 

Baghdad is plainly worried 
that toe negotiations could drag 
on for months if not years, 
thereby delaying the use of toe 
Shatt. the confluence of the 
Tigris and Euphrates rivers. 

Victory 

Iran has said Iraq must agree 
to witodraw'its troops before it 
will stop searching ships and says 
now is not toe time to discuss 
such a sensitive issue as an 
estuary over which they have da- 
shed for centuries.

Rajiv bows to 
public pressure 


NEW DELHI. Sept 4, (UPI): 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
today set up a high-level commit- 
tee to review a defamation bill 
that sparked a nationwide 
protest and postponed the 
introduction or the measure in 
the upper house of the 
Parliament. 

The decision to defer the con- 
troversial bill and refer it to a 
ministerial committee was 
announced by Rajiv during a 
speech he gave to officials of his 
ruling Congress (I) Party. 

]t follows a nationwide protest 
by opposition parties, journal- 
ists, lawyers and civil right 
groups, who allege the measure's 
intent was to censor thepress and 
violate the constitutional 
guarantee of free speech. 

Curtail 

"The government never wan- 
ted to curtail the freedom of the 
press, this freedom is one of the 
pillars of democracy,” Rajiv said 
during the speech. 

"If freedom of the press is 
jeopardized in any way our 
democracy will be weakened ... at 
no point of lime we wanted to 
lessen this freedom. There is no 
question of reducing this 
freedom,” the Indian leader said 
of charges his government wan- 
ted to curtail press freedom. 

The proposed bill would 
subject a person to criminal char- 
ges for false statements that 
adversely affect the reputation of 
a person or association. 

The bill attracted widespread 
criticism because it would force 
defendants to prove the veracity 


Kurdish 
rebels take 
a beating 

ULUDERE, Turkey, Sept 4, 
(Reuter): Fleeing Kurdish fight- 
ers say Iraq is using artillery and 
poison gas in a major offensive to 
finally crush a Kurdish rebellion 
going hack to the )920s. 

One rebel leader who sought 
refuge in Turkey said the situa- 
tion was worse than Vietnam. 

The picture emerging from a 
mass exodus of rebels and 
refugees was that the Kurds, 
fighting for autonomy for more 
than 60 years, had taken a beat- 
ing they might never recover 
from. 

“If 1 tell you what has hap- 
pened, you won't believe iL It is 
worse than Vietnam," said 
Akram May, a Pesbznerga 
guerrilla leader from the Zakho 
area of northwest Iraq. 

“Because we are a poor people 
on one will help us.”

CAPE TOWN, Sept 4, (Reuter): 
Black Archbishop Desmond 
Tutu, defying South Africa’s 
state of eme rgen cy regulations, 
urged blacks and Anglicans 
today not to vote in nationwide 
municipal elections next month. 

Risking up to 10 years' impr- 
isonment under emergency laws. 
Tutu made his plea to a packed 
multiracial congregation from 
the pulpit of St George’s Cath- 
edral in Cape Town. 

Demands 

“I call on all Anglicans in this 
diocese to consider carefully 
what God demands of them in 
thig matter.” 

"I urge black people in this 
diocese not to vote in the October 
elections. I hope white Anglicans 
will join their black fellow 
Anglicans in that action,” said 


Tutu, an outspoken opponent 
for apartheid race segregation. 

Calls to boycott the Oct 26 
elections are outlawed under the 
27-month -old state of emergency 
and carry a penalty of up to 10 
years in prison or a 20,000 rand 
(58,000) fine. 

"I am aware of the penalties 
attached to this call,” Tutu, dres- 
sed in white and gold archbi- 
shop's robes, said solemnly. ”1 
am not defying the government. I 
obey God.” 

Opposed 

Tutu, a Nobel peace prize win- 
ner, is Archbishop of Cape Town 
and bead of the Anglican church 
in Southern Africa. 

The municipal elections, for all 
races, are opposed by anti-apar- 
theid campaigners who regard 


black town councils asa front for 
maintaining white domination. 

"These elections in an unjust 
dispensation cannot be fair. 

"These elections in an unjust 
dispensation c ann ot be fair. The 
government is guilty of intimida- 
tion in wanting to force par- 
ticipation by placing heavy pen- 
alties on those calling for a 
boycott ...” Tutu told the con- 
gregation of several hundred 
people which included the mayor 
of Cape Town.

Botha over his calls for inter- 
national anti-apartheid sanc- 
tions and for leading a protest 
march on Parliament last 
February.

Friday that the time had come to 
"dip the wings” of people who 
hid behind the mask of liberation 
theology.

Tutu asked why people res- 
ponsible for attacks on anti- 
apartheid organisations were not . 
normally arrested.

Brezhnev’s son-in-law 
goes on trial for bribery 


MOSCOW, Sept 4, (Reuter): 
Yuri Churbanov. the disgraced 
son-in-law of Leonid Brezhnev, 
will face the Soviet Supreme 
Court tomorrow in a mnlli- 
m ill i on dollar corruption case 
expected to put the entire Brezh- 
nev era on trial. 

Churbanov, 51, rose to 
become first deputy in tenor min- 
ister after marrying Leonid Brez- 
hnev's daughter, Galina. He is 
accused of using his post at the 
top of the Soviet police establish- 
ment to take more than 51 
milli on in bribes. 

Eight other top police officers, 
all from Uzbekistan, will be in 
the dock with him before the 
court's military college. 
Together they are accused of 
amassing several million dollars 
in bribes in the form of currency, 
gold and jewels. 

“Such phenomena as bribery, 
speculation and theft existed 
before Brezhnev, but under him 
they flourished,” Soviet deputy 
public prosecutor Alexander 
Katusev said in a commentary 
setting the tone of the courtroom 
drama. 

Churbanov's defence attor- 


ney, Andrei Makarov, lias war- 
ned that the trial must not be 
used to judge “everything 
negative that took place in our 
country” during Brezhnev’s 
1964-82 rule. ■ 

But even before the court con- 
venes, the press had made Chur- 
banov into a powerful symbol of 
the Soviet decline under Brezh- 
nev which Kremlin leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev is seeking to 
reverse through his “peres- 
troika” restructuring campaign. 

Some 200 witnesses, inducting 
Gatina Brezhnev, will testify in 
proceedings lasting several mon- 
ths. Foreign reporters will be 
admitted to court for the first 
four days. Selected members of 
the Soviet public will be let in 
with special passes. 

A Soviet spokesman has con- 
firmed that large-scale economic 
crimes are still punishable by the 
death penalty, but it is believed 
unlikely Churbanov would face 
execution if convicted. 

State prosecutor Alexander 
Sboyev, who will plead the 
government's case, recently said 
Churbanov’s co-operation with 
investigators would be viewed as 


an extenuating circ umstan ce. 

He said Churbanov confessed 
after his February 1987 arrest 
and helped police uncover a net- 
work of crime in Uzbekistan. 

Soviet press accounts have 
described staggering corruption 
in Uzbekistan, a central Asian 
cotton-growing republic where 
state farm workers, under- 
sound millionaires, police and 
Communist Party officials, 
collaborated to cheat the state. 

The party newspaper Pravda 
said in January that “cotton 
kings” had stolen four billion 
roubles (56.7 billion) from the 
state, "half of which went into 
their pockets,” in a massive swin- 
dle involving falsified cotton 
production figures. 

“What happened in the 
republic truly can be called a 
catastrophe, the scale of which is 
now difficult to realise,” the 
weekly Sobesednik said in a pre- 
trial expose. 

It said investigators had seized 
4.5 million roubles (57.5 million), 
more than two-thirds ofit in gold 
coins and jewels and much of it 
buried in far-flung Uzbek 
villages.

RANGOON, Sept 4. (AP): US 
Congressman Stephen J. Solarz, 
a critic of authoritarian govern- 
ments in Asia, arrived in Burma's 
capital yesterday where entren- 
ched leaders continue to hold out 
against widespread opposition 
demanding a return to 
democracy. 

Usually reliable sources said 
Solarz was to meet with 
President Maung Muung and 
key opposition figures, and 
Solarz said that he came to “see 
what, if anything, the United 
States can do to facilitate the 
peaceful emergence of a genuine 
democracy." 

Meetings 

*Tve come in order to assess 
the situation and its implications 
for American interest in the 
region," Solarz said by telephone 
after arriving in Rangoon. He 
was contacted from Bangkok, 
Thailand. 

The sources said Solarz was to 
hold separate meetings with 
Maung Maung, Aung Gyi, Bur- 
ma’s best-known dissident who 
was recently freed from a mon- 
th’s detention, and Tin Oo, a 


former defence minister who has 
re-emerged to lead calls for 
multi-party democracy.

The protesters want an interim 
government formed before then, 
but Maung Maung has rejected 
that, saying such a move would 
violate the constitution. 

Burma has been under single- 
party rule since Gen. Ne Win led 
a 1 962 military coup that toppled 
an elected government. 

On Friday, a Western 
diplomat in Rangoon cited 
reports that protesters have 
taken over some 40 town govern- 
ments in recent weeks. 

Another Indication of the 
breakdown in order has been 
several jail riots, leading auth- 
orities to free thousands of 
inmates from overcrowded and 
damaged prisons. State-run 
Radio Rangoon said 486 prison- 
ers were fined yesterday in the 
central city of Mandalay. 


ROME. Sept 4, (AP): Several 
Palestinian groups have con- 
cluded talks m Tripoli on Form- 
ing a united front, the official 
Libyan news agency Jana has 
reported. 

The agency, monitored in 
Rome, said the groups “agreed 
on the formula of conditions 
which they will submit to Yasser 
Araft as the basis for accepting 
the unity of the Palestinian 
organisation." 

It added that Libya would 
mediate between the gorups. 

Jana said the talks ended 
Friday but did not say when they 
started or which groups they 
involved.

Debate 

The PLO reportedly is debat- 
ing whether to declare a state in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip, home to 1.5 
million Palestinians. It is also 
considering whether to establish 
a provisional government or 
govemmeni-in-exite. 

Throughout the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip, Palestinians 
were holding an intense and 
sometimes violent debate on the 
wisdom of declaring a state and 
forming a provisional govern- 
ment.

Law revisions urged 


SEVERAL Kuwaiti Lawyers yes- 
terday stressed that the present 
law governing the legal profes- 
sion in the country has several 
shortcomings.

New lawyers should 
come under strict scrutiny, they 
added.

He urged revisions in the 
present law supervising the legal 
profession. Any new law must 
concentrate on the important 
social role a lawyer can play. The 
new law should also spell out the 
duties and rights of lawyers and 
should ensure that only deserv- 
ing lawyers are admitted to the 
field, be said.

Establishment of ties with Soviets not 
linked with 'Stinger crisis’: Qatar 


BEIRUT, Sept 4. (KUNA): The 
Amir of Qatar Sheikh Khalifa 
Bin Hamad A1 Thani said his 
country 's newly established rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union arc 
not a reaction to the crisis in 
relations with the United States. 

“The decision to establish 
relations with the Soviet Union 
came after a careful study and 
lengthy contacts.”

Monday. 

■‘This issue is not linked with 
the American position toward 
the Stinger missiles which Qatar 
has obtained.’* he emphasised. 

In July, the US suspended all 


talks with Qatar on economic 
and military co-operation 
because of Qatar's refusal to 
return iand-lo-air shoulder-fired 
Stinger missiles to the United 
States. The US claims that the 
Doha government obtained the 
missiles through an “illegal 
method." 

Argue 

On July 9, Qatar announced 
relations with the People's 
Republic of China and on Aug I 
the government announced rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union. 

Qatar is the fourth Arab Gulf 
country to have diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union. 


Oman and the United Arab 
Emirates together announced 
the establishment of relations 
with the Soviet Union in 1985. 

Kuwait, the first Gulf state to 
have an embassy in Moscow, 
established relations with the 
Soviet Union in March 1963. 

Some published reports argue 
that Qatar's establishment of 
relations with the Soviet Union 
was derided after Washington's 
decision to suspend talks with 
Doha. 

“These opinions have no links 
to truth at all," stressed the 
Qatari Amir, who was intervi- 
ewed on his country's national 
day. 
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officials agreed that the co- 
operation between the two coun- 
tries should extend beyond a 
mere exchange of goods. 

"We want our relations to go 
beyond the exchange of a barrel 
of oil for a case of cheese,” said 
EUemann-Jensen. 

Discussing the Arab- Israeli 
conflict, the Danish minister said 
that developments in Lhe 
occupied territories are threaten- 
ing the peace process and are a 
breach of international law. 

“We have told the Israelis so 
and win continue to say so,” said 
Ellemann-Jensen. 

"We hope that the moderates 
on both sides will gain sufficien- 
tly in strength so that the peace 
process can be furthered." he 
added. He also said Denmark 
supported plans for an inter- 
national peace conference.

Al Dhahar Housing Project 


for poor workmanship

CONTRACTORS who built the 
A l Dhahar Housing Project have 
been severely criticised by auth- 
orises for poor workmanship 
and shoddy performance on the 
job. 

Work on the project by local 
companies began in 1979 and 
was completed in 1983, accord- 
ing lo Ali Al Fouzan, assistant 
director of the Design and Plan- 
ning Department at the National 
Housing Authority (NHA). 

Since 1981, there have been 
several complaints about cracks 
in the wall, broken pipes, flood- 
ing of basements, faulty plumb- 
ing and even partial collapse of 
houses, the official said. 

Investigated 

The authority checked the 
work of the contractors and 
found that the walls were not 
aligned, the bonding process bet- 
ween the wall and outer facade 
was defective, poor materials 
were used and the overall work 
did not conform to specifica- 
tions. Al Fouzan said. 

The NHA staff who superv- 
ised the project was investigated

and those found negligent were 
fired. 

Additionally, the NHA sued 
contractors to force them to fix 
defective work, and complete 
pendingjobs. Fifty per cent of the 
problems have been rectified. 

However, performance 
guarantees submitted by the con- 
tractors will not be released until 
all defects are repaired, he said. 

Additionally, contractors are 
responsible for maintaining the 
house for one*year after comple- 
tion. Outside utilities related to 
the house are guaranteed for two 


Thousands of students unable to register 


THOUSANDS of Kuwait 
University students were disap- 
pointed on Saturday after they 
were unable to register for the 
new academic year. 

The computer registration sys- 
tem. introduced for the first time, 
failed miserably, according to 


lhe secretary of the National 
Union of Kuwait Students. 

Computer operators were not 
sufficiently trained to operate the 
system, he said. However, he 
praised the university officials' 
quick response and decision to 
stop computerised registration. 


Late Saturday, Dr Abdul 
Mohsen Al Abdul Razzak, the 
Rector of Kuwait University, 
chaired a meeting of the Univer- 
sity Deans Committee which 
decided to suspend registration 
on Sunday and resume opera- 
tions manually on Monday. 


years. The authority is responsi- 
ble for the construction and 
safety aspects of the houses for 1 0 
years.

The NHA has been allocated 
land in various areas of Kuwait 
such as west of Fin las and in the 
Qurainarea. 

New amendments to the hous- 
ing laws are intended to re- 
organise the distribution of the 
houses. 

The NHA is considering 
increasing the land area given to 
individual citizens and is work- 
ing to reduce the waiting period 
for government housing. 

Loans are granted by the Sav- 
ings and Credit Bank to citizens 
to build their houses on land 
allocated by the authority with 
the simulation that the construc- 
tion begins within a year of 
allocating the laadand should be 
finished in three years. 

Al Fouzan said that the NHA 
has hired new staff members for 
its supervision department to 
ensure that similar problems do 
not occur in other housing 
projects. 

From now on. the authority, 
will only deal with qualified and 
competent contractors, he said.

Roshan s Khoon Bhari Ma— 
a copy of the Aust ralian soap 
opera Return to Eden. 

-Protagonist Aarti’s murder 
in the lake when she is devoured 
ailing crocodiles (but not 
) has been taken frame by 
frame -from Return to Eden. 
Similarities abound in the film 
like Aarti’s friendship with 
Nandini, who lets her down 
and deceives her her husband's 
deception who plots to kill her 
to. usurp her inheritance; Aar- 
ti’s rescue by a hermit, who 
nurses her back to health and 
her transformation into, Jyoti, 
a stunning model, becoming 
the avenger. These are some 
stark reminders of the slick 
Australian version. 

- {Of course, Roshan changes 
the script, when not necessary, 
to suit the Indian milieu arid 
applies emotional blackmail. 
Aarti’s children, who adored 
their stepfather, . dread his 
anger after her disappearance. 
The children's fears and tears 
are. supposed to touch your 
heairt, particularly when Aarti 
alias Jyoti attends the parent’s 
day meeting and hears them 
sing a childhood melody. One 
almost expects them to grow up 
while singing the number. 


Gratefully, they don’t. Neither 
does the villain -■ Chachaji 
(Kader Khan), a new character 
which did not exist in Return to 
Eden. 

An annoying aspect is the 
over-emphasis on the “miracles 
of plastic surgery.” Rekha as 
Aarti, sans makeup, looks 
frighteningly draconian. But as 
Jyoti, she models, dances and 
sing her way to the top of the 
society to get back at the 
villains. If you’ve seen the 
original, there is no point in 
wasting lime on a poor copy, 
unless someone is keen to find 
out how Rekha looks with 
draconian teeth. Rekha's fans 
may not digest the 
unglamorous look the actress 
wears for the better part of the 
film.

Sino-Soviet talks 


Progress, but no 


breakthrough 


By Guy Dlnmore 


BEIJING, (Reuter): Sino-Soviei 
talks this week on Kampuchea 
made progress but apparently no 
breakthrough in settling the 10- 
yea r-old conflict or normalising 
"relations between Beijing ana 
Moscow, diplomats said on 
Friday. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Mini- 
ster Igor Rogachev said shortly 
before leaving Beijing that he was 
very satisfied with the week-long 
negotiations. 

For the Chinese. Deputy 
Foreign Minister Turn Zengpei 
said Ihe meetings were sig- 
nificant. 

Both sides said the 
unprecedented talks helped 
mutual understanding but that 
despite finding common ground, 
differences remained. 

Sources close to the talks and 
China pressed the Soviet Union 
to get its ally Vietnam out of 
Kampuchea, while Moscow said 
China's support for the Khmer 
Rouge guerrillas was an obstacle 
to an early withdrawal. 

Discuss 

The only concrete result of the 
talks disclosed to reporters was 
the intention of Soviet and Chin- 
ese foreign ministers to discuss 
Kampuchea when they hold 
their annual meeting at the 
United Nations in New York 
later this month. 

A Soviet source said Rogachev 
skipped a Thursday banquet 
hosted for him by the Soviet 
embassy for a last round of un- 
scheduled talks with Tian. A 
tired-looking Rogachev told 
reporters he wanted to sleep and 
had worked until 5:30 am. 

“Yes, there was some progress 
but no breakthrough." a Wes- 
tern diplomat commented aftec 
analysing what he described as 
positive but cautious statements 
made by both sides. 

A Vietnamese diplomat who 
asked not to be identified, said 
the talks were the beginning of a 
Sino-Soviet rapproachement but 
there were still many differences. 

“We arc optimistic. The 
process for a Kampuchean set- 
tlement has been set in motion," 
he commented. 

The official repeated Viet- 
nam’s position that it would 


withdraw its troops from Kam- 
puchea in 1990. If a political set- 
tlement was reached then Hanoi 
could pull out in 1989. 

Rogachev said he hoped Viet- 
nam would complete its withdr- 
awal next year. He said Moscow 
was in regular contact with the 
Vietnamese but declined to com- 
ment on how the Soviet Union 
would approach its ally. 

Vietnam, which is heavily 
dependent on Soviet military and 
financial aid, invaded Kampu- 
chea in 1978 to oust the Chinese- 
backed Khmer Rouge which 
stand accused ofgenoddeduring 
their four-year rule. 

Rogachev said Moscow 
proposed that Indonesia hold as 
soon as possible “ a second 
bogor” — a reference to July’s 
unprecedented meeting of the 
four warring Kampuchean fac- 
tions and Vietnam. 

The Vietnamese diplomat said 
Hanoi favoured a second meet- 


ing. 

“The next logical step is a 
meeting between the Soviets and 
Vietnam." an Asian diplomat 
said. “They will not just put pres- 
sure on Vietnam, which is a very 
independent minded country, 
but also use encouragement.” 
Progress 

“Progress was made but 
enough to warrant a joint com- 
munique or a summit," another 
Asian diplomat commented. 

China has rebuffed several 
offers of a summit meeting with 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev, saying Moscow must first 
“urge” Vietnam to withdraw its 
estimated 100,000 troops from 
Kampuchea. 

Sino-Soviet trade and cultural 
exchanges have grown rapidly in 
recent years but relations bet- 
ween the ruling communist par- 
ties have not been normalised 
since the rift of the i 960s. 

The last top-level Sino-Soviet 
summit was in 1959 when Mao 
Tse-Tung met Nikita Khrus- 
chev. . 


A Soviet source said there was 
“ a good chance” that Chinese 
and Soviet foreign ministers 
would meet outside the United 
Nations next year to prepare a 
s ummi t between Gorbachev and 
Chinese Communist Party Gen- 
eral Secretary Zhao Ziyang. 


Brazil’s constitution 


may affect economy

RIO DE JANEIRO. (Reuter): 
Lawmakers hailed Brazil's new 
constitution, approved on 
Friday, as a giant step towards 
consolidating democracy, but 
political analysts said it could 
have a dire effect on the econ- 


ihe new constitution is one 
reducing the voting age to 16, 
another giving workers the right 
to a six-hour work day, and one 
barring all press and artistic cen- 
sorship. 

It also extends the right to 
strike to all workers, including 
those in essential services like 
doctors and electrical workers. 


omy. 

Members of the 559-member 
constituent assembly wept with 
joy and joined hands to sing the 
national anthem as they finished 
the boldly reformist new con- 
stitution. 

They said the new charter 
would change the face of Brazil 
and help consolidate its young 
democracy after the country 
emerged from 21 years of 
military rule in 1985. 

“Brazil, with a new constitu- 
tion. is a new country. The end of 
the assembly's work also marks 
the end of the political transition 
(to democracy)." assembly 
President Ulysses Guimaraes 
said in an emotion-charged 
speech. 

But amid the euphoria, ques- 
tions remained about the con- 
stitution’s effects on Brazil's 
economy once the assembly 
promulgates it and puts it into 
effect on Sept 23 after 19 months 
of often harsh deba le. 

Controversial 

One of its most controversial 
clauses includes a 1 2 per cent cap 
on real annual interest rates and 
makes creditors who charge 
more than that punishable for 
“the crime of usury.” 

Such rates are now around 20 
percent though nominal interest 
rates on an annual basis are top- 
ping 1 .000 per cent. 

”Tf the interest rate limit is not 
amended in some way. it will 
cause hyper-inflation and could 
wreck the economy." said 
prominent political scientist 
Helio Jaguaribe. 

“The assembly too often enac- 
ted well-intentioned measures 
without taking into account their 
real effect on the economy," 
Jaguaribe said.

But the 12 per cent limit on 
interest rates won the most atten- 
tion, and the most criticism, from 
political commentators and 
officials of President Jose Sar- 
ney’s govemmenL 

Finance Minister Mailson 
Nobrega said the limit could 
make it harder for Brazil, bur- 
dened with a S 1 21 billion foreign 
debt, to win new loans from over- 
seas creditors. 

But he admitted that the 
interest rate cape's full effect on 
the economy would be impossi- 
ble to gauge until congress, now 
in recess as its members wrote the 
new constitution, worked out its 
details in general legislation. 

The influential Rio daily O 
Globo accused lawmakers of 
"cheap demagoguery” by enact- 
ing the 1 2 per cent limit, saying in 
an editorial that it would “make 
all Brazil suffer.” 

Amnesty 

The assembly also voted to 
include a sweeping debt amnesty 
for thousands of small borrowers 
who took out loans during two 
successive anti-inflation drives in 
1986 and 1987. 

Those borrowers saw their fin- 
ancial fortunes ruined as infla- 
tion and interest rates soared to 
an annualised rate of about 700 
per cent early this year. 

Samey had warned the law- 
makers that the amnesty would 
cost the already-strapped 
treasury about S3 billion, and 
pleaded with them to reject iL 

Political commentators said 
the amnesty would damage the 
economy by rewarding unwise 
investors, and accused assembly 
members of enacting the 
amnesty as a political sop to 
voters before municipal elections 
in November. 


Rains simply swept everything over the edge 


Sudan in total mess after flood di

KHARTOUM, Sudan, (UPI): 
Even in the best of times, Sudan is 
an unholy mess. This is far from 
the best of times. 

“The rain simply swept every- 
thing over the edge,” said a Wes- 
tern diplomat of the disastrous 
August floods. “It is difficult to 
see how Sudan can get through 
this crisis without long-term 
political consequences.” 

“The airline doesn’t work any 
more,” said an airport taxi 
driver. “It’s like Sudan. It 
doesn't work either.” 

That was true even before the 
rains of Aug 4 which in one night 
dumped more water onto a coun- 
try paralyzed by drought than 
fell on Africa's largest and argua- 
bly poorest nation in the whole of 
1987. 

Khartoum streets simply mel- 
ted away. An estimated one 
million people were left destitute 
and homeless in the capital 
alone. At least 106,000 houses, 
some little more than lean-to 
huts and most made of mud-clay, 
dissolved orcollapsed under tons 
of water and waves of stinking 
slime. 

More than 70 people died, 
dozens of them electrocuted as 
power lines collapsed into the 


watCT. At least 220 were injured. 
The toll continues to rise. 

But the floods are only the last 
straw of a nationwide mess that is 
feeding growing anger and des- 
peration among normally phleg- 
matic Sudanese, incredulous at 
the chaos which surrounds them. 

For years Sudan has been 
wracked by a civil war — one of 
Africa's most bitter — between 
the south's black, largely Chris - 
1 tian peoples and the north's Arab 
Muslims. 


The drought had spread 
famin e or near famine through- 
out the land. 

The country was broke. 
Power, telephone and commun- 
ications systems were on the 
brink of collapse. Railways were 
at a standstill. Offices and fac- 
tories worked only half a day 
because there was no public tran- 
sportation. 

Sudan Airways couldn’t meet 
its scheduled flight days, letalone 
scheduled flight times. 

The foreign debt was an 
impossible Sj2 billion, if Sudan 
tried, which it has not, it could 
not meet repayments, which 
would be more than 1 50 per cent 
of its annual foreign exchange 
earnings. 

Even before the floods the 
huge black market for hard

currency was driving the value of 
the Sudanese pound down daily. 
“Factories were grinding to a 
halt for want of machine parts. 

“This disaster could not have 
at a worse time,” said a senior aid 
worker." “!t has exposed how 
completely inadequate the 
government structure is.” 

The beleaguered Sudanese 
government complained bitterly 
about Western coverage of the 
crisis and blamed foreign media 
for allegations of corruption and 
favouritism in its handling of the 
flood crisis. 

But Prime Minister Sadiq Ai 


Mahdi and his colleagues have 
been attacked at least as hard by 
the country's own. startlingly 
independent Arabic newspapers. 

Now the city is faced with a 
massive health headache. 
Cholera, typhus and measles 
stalk 700,000 already emaciated 
black refugees who fled civil war 
fighting in the south for two 
dozen squalid shanty towns frin- 
ging Muslim, Arabic-speaking 
Khartoum. 

Huge swaths of the northern 
suburbs were turned into lakes of 
fetid water mixed with, raw 
sewage from shattered pipes, all 
cooked to a festering, tepid stew 
by the sun. 

Paralysis 

After 10 days of near-complete 
paralysis, the government and 
Army-run relief effort began to 
trickle out help, first in the better- 
off suburban areas and then, 
eventually, to the desperate 
southern shanty dwellers. Public 
anger at the tardiness of the 
emergency operation was 
intense. 

Stones were hurled at Sadiq, 
who maintaine d an. astonishin- 
gly low profile throughout the 
crisis and provoked speculation 
about his pip on power, when he 
attempted to visit one Omdur- 
man disaster site. ■ 


Foreign aid funds, tents. Food 
and drugs poured into Khar- 
toum by air, more than 200'reoef ■ 
flights, most from “brother”;

Hopes for peace fade 


By Ralph Boulton 


BELFAST, (Reuter): The “god- 
fathers” of Belfast's guerrilla 
gun-squads are mustering forces 
for battle as hopes for peace here 
fade amid fresh bomb attacks 
and shootings in Northern 
Ireland. 

Purchase of new land to extend 
the Irish Republican Army's 
"heroes’ corner” in the Catholic 
Milhown cemetery this year has 
spawned a grim humour among 
Republican veterans who feel 
new sacrifices could loom in their 
20-year struggle to oust Britain 
from Lhe province. 

On the other side of the sec- 
tarian divide, Protestant 
paramilitary groups prepared 
for a Republican backlash after 
the killing of three I RA guerrillas 
by British commandos this week. 

“We fear the British will pull 
out. If they do, we can't push the 
IRA out of Ireland but we can 
fight for our land," said the god- 
father of one pf the three main 
Protestant groups. “Godfather” 
is a name commonly used here to 
describe full-time paramilitary 
leaders who plan attacks and 
enforce internal discipline. 

Guns 

“There’s a hell of a lot of guns 
floating around at the moment, 
on boLh sides. We're better 
armed than ever and it's a fruitful 
year for recruits,” the Protestant 
godfather told Reuters at his 
home. 

Two or three godfathers 
dominate the Protestant para- 
military scene while the IRA has 
some 30 overseeing local 


brigades and manning its central 
military council 

Two Protestant gunmen kin- 
dled memories of fee bloodiest 
days of the 1 970s recently, killing 
three Catholics in a random gun 
attack on Belfast's Avenue Bar. 

A brutal series of th-for-tat kill- 
ings followed, some by young 
“hoods” who acquired guns and 
launched lone missions without 
permission from the godfathers. 

The IRA, who see themselves 
as guardians of the minority 
Catholic population, shot dead 
two 60-year-old Protestant 
workers as punishment fonwo ek- 
ing a contract for the Army. .

Plans have been made for a 
modern subway and elevated 
train network that will whisk 
Taipei commuters from one 
stop to another in air-con- 
ditioned comfort. Bui work oo 
the project forecast to coast the 
equivalent of nine billion US 
dollars, is not due to start until 
1990. 

In a belated response to ris- 


ing public anger, the National- 
ists last month assigned one of 
their brightest young stars to 
the post of city mayor. 

Wu Poh-Hsiung immedi- 
ately shredded plans to add 
another 2,000 parking spaces in 
downtown areas, saying at least 
80,000 more spaces were 
needed. 

He employed a small army of 
traffic wardens to slap parking 
tickets on cars which routinely 
double and triple park on 
TaipeTs busiest roads. 

Peng's federation has organ- 
ised brigades of volunteer off- 
duty taxi drivers who lake to 
the streets armed with only a 
whistle during rush hours.

PARIS, (Reuter); Every day in 
Paris between 150,000 and 
200.000 dogs answer nature's 
call on the streets of the capital. 

While locals learn lo set a zig- 
zag course and avoid the mess 
littering the pavements, less 
wary tourists soon find them- 
selves leaving a trail of pungent 
footsteps in their wake. 

“I've never seen so much dog 
poop. 1 seem to spend all my 
time wiping ray shoes,” said 
English tourist Sheila Caan, 
echoing a common complaint. 

This is where the men and 
women of “Troltoirnet” 
(literally clean pavement) come 
in. Their task is to clear the 
streets of the canine calling 
cards. 

About 100 young riders, dad 
in smart green and white 
uniforms and mounted on a 
cross between a motorbike and 
a vacuum cleaner, tour the 
capital in a determined search 
for droppings. 

Once spotted, their sophis- 
ticated “poopfscoopers” suck 
up the offending item. The 
excrement travels up a long 
hose into a disinfection lank 
where it is sterilised before 
being emptied into the city 
sewers at the end of the day. 

“It’s very hard work, clean- 
ing up dog mess isn't child's 
play,” says Eric Douarche, 
head of one of the capital's 
three collecting depots, almost 
exclusively staffed by men and 
women in their early twenties. 

Estimates 

He estimates that each one of 
his riders collects between 400- 
600 dog messes a day. working 
out at a colossal three tonnes 
per collector per year. 

Paris’ city hall currently 
spends two per cent of its total 
cleaning budget on its contract 
with Trottoimet and the per-

cents ge looks set to rise, with 
the six-year-old company shor- 
tly planning to open a new 
depot in the suburb of Neuilly. 

There are nine million dogs 
in France, with 36 per cent of 
French households owning 
one. 

It isquitecommon to see two 
middle-aged women dining at a 
chic Paris restaurant, each with 
a little terrier perched on her 
lap. Taxi drivers tour the city 
with guard dogs sleeping on the 
front seat and workmen carry 
their pets around in hold-alls. 

Douarche believes the dog 
plays an important psy- 
chological role in French life, 
acting as a surrogate child or 
companion. 

“A lot of young couples who 


live together buy a dog first, 
then later they have a baby . . . 
and there are so many old peo- 
ple in Paris who require com- 
pany,” he said. 

Few houses or flats in central 
Paris come with gardens and 
many parks do not allow dogs. 
Combine this with the fact that 
letting your animal foul the 
streets is not considered a finea- 
ble offence and the need for a 
systematic clean-up operation 
becomes clear. 

But doesn’t working as an 
excellent collector pose some 
problems for Paris' unage-con- 
scious youth? How does poop- 
scooping gel with trying to be 
the most “branefae" (trendy) 
guy in town? 

“Well, at the start the motor 


bikes were rather primitive, 
they used a system of brushes 
which was very smelly and diriy 
and gave the job a bad name,'' 
said Douarche. 

“But now with this new 
vacuum method its totally 
hygienic and we find the job’s 
image has improved.” 

Douarche says most of 
“Trottoirael” are picked for 
their positive approach to the 
job in hand. 

“We make the right psy- 
chological approach a point of 
honour during the interview.'' 

But he admits: “I’m sure | 
there are some who don' t tell 
their girlfriends or boyfriends 

what they do for a living 

Certainly collecting dog mess 
isn’t for everybody.”

The opening lead was ducked all 
aro und , and the dub continuation 
was won in dummy. After ruffing a 
spade, declarer led a trump to the 
queen, collecting both out s ta n d in g 
trumps, and ruffed another spade. 

He completed his groundwork by 
racking the ace of dubs, then 
crossed to the table with a trump to 
lead the king of spades. When Hast! 
played low, declarer did not ruff,r 
but discarded a diamond instead! 

That simple maneuver left West 
on lead with a choice of losing op- 
tions. Any black card would allow 
declarer to ruff in dummy while dis- 
carding the queen of diamonds from 
hand; and a diamond would be into 
declarer's major tenace, assuring no 
loser in that suit.

PARIS, (Reuter): Actress 
Glenn Close, whose knife- wiel- 
ding vengeance as the woman 
spurned appalled millions in 
Fatal Attraction, has turned to 
subtler sexual revenge as the 
star of an erotic 18th century 
French novel being filmed near 
Paris. 

Close says she is sure 
reviewers will compare her role 
as the wicked Marquise de 
Mertheuil in Les Liaisons Dan- 
gereoses with that of the psy- 
chotic New York career 
woman which last year won her 
a fourth Academy Award 
nomination as best actress. 

Mertheuil is the pivotal 
character in the tale of artis- 
tocratic seduction and perver- 
sion by Pierre Choderlos de 
Lacios, author of the literary 
classic that was reviled on its 
publication in 1784 but redis- 
covered and widely praised in 
this century. 

Historians say the story dealt 
with real people among the 
aristocracy in Grenoble. 

'Les Liaisons Dangereuses’ 
has recently been revived as a 


hit stage play on three contin- 
ents, and a rivaliflm, . directed 
by Czechoslovak Milos For- 
man of Amadeusfame, is also in 
the works.

HONG KONG, (UPI): In the 
world's No. 1 movie-going city, 
Hollywood is no longer king, 
j Hollywood's big-budget 
: blockbusters are being pushed 
■ aside fora score of high quality 
Cantonese-language films 
specifically catering to Hong 
Kong tastes and humour. 

“Ten years ago. two-thirds 
of box office returns went to 
imported movies, mainly 
Hollywood productions.” said 
William Kong, a distributor of 
foreign films. 

“But now. Western movies 
account for only 25 per cent of 
the market," he said. “If the 
situation continues io 
deteriorate, it will be very dif- 
ficult for us to stay in business." 

Statistics compiled by Gol- 
den Harvest, a local film 
producer, show Hong Kong 
residents are the world’s 
greatest moviegoers. On 
average, they attend the movies 
once a month, compared with 
fewer than five times a year for 
Americans. 

Ranks 

Hong Kong theatres last 
year took in $1.2 billion at the 
box office, and locally 
produced films accounted for 
75 per cent of that figure. 
Currently, only 15 out of 110 
cinemas in Hong Kong now 
regularly show foreign movies. 

Hong Kong now ranks third 
in the world in movie produc- 
tion. behind the United States 


and India. Last year 105 Hong 
Kong-made films were 
released, compared with about 
300 US-made films in the same 
period. 

In addition, the quality of 
Hong Kong's movies has 
shown significant 

improvement over the old 
Ttsts-and-Idcks' flicks. 

“A Chinese ghost story,” 
produced by tbe film work- 
shop, won the special jury prize 
and the Coup de Coeur in the 
Avoriaz festival in France in 
January, and was named best 
film at the Fantasporto festival 
in Portugal the following 
month. 

The movie is also featured in 
this year’s new director/new 
films series at tbe Museum of 
Modern An in New York. 

Popularity 

All of this new respectability, 
however, probably owes a debt 
to those 'fists-and-kicks* 
movies of the 1970s and to the 
late Kung-Fu star Bruce Lee, 
who helped bring attention to 
Hong.Kong movies. 

“It was Bruce Lee who made 
Hoag Kong movies well known 
to the world," said Russell 
Cawtfaorne of Golden Harvest 
“Hong Kong has excelled in 
action movies since then." 

Action movies still are 
popular all across Asia and 
remain a staple in Hong Kong's 
film industry. But local artists 
are also producing a wide 
variety of movies, led by a 
group of ‘new wave’ directors 


who have been trained broad. 

These films have been 
steadily gaining in popularity 
and have made a noticeable . 
dent in the box-office take of 
US-made films. 

Ram bo: First Blood Part II” 
was the top-grossing foreign 
movie ever shown is Hong 
Kong, pulling in $3.17 million 
over a 57-day period in 1985. In 
1978, Star Wars brought in 
only $351,282 while The 
Empire Strikes Back in 1980 
earned $735,897. E.T. earned 
$2.15 million in 1983. 

But the largest-grossing local 
film in Hong Kong was the 
locally produced Eighth Hap- 
piness, a family comnedy about ■ 
three brothers finding new love 
on the wrong telephone lines as 
a result of a breakdown in the 
phone system. It grossed $4.7 .. 
million in February, during the 
Chinese new year period, a . key . 
movie-going period similar to ' 
Christmas and the- summer ■■ 
holiday period in tbe United “ v 
States. 

“The problem with US. 
movies here is the style of story- - 
telling,” explained Shukri, a •; ■ 
film critic.

Queen Margrethe (Alexan- 
drine, Thorhildur, Ingrid) was 
boro on April 16, 1940, the first 
child of King Frederik IX and 


Queen Ingrid. The event 
occurred just one week after the 
Germans had occupied Den- 
mark, and the birth of the prin- 
cess was seen by many Danes as 
a ray of light in the dark. 

During one of her many 
tours of study abroad. Princess 
Margrethe met in London the 
young French Court Henri de 
Laborde de Monpezai. who 
was at the time attached lo the 
French embassy there, and, as 
the Queen declared in a laier 
television interview, it was love 
at first sight. “The horizon was 
all flame." she said and they 
were married in Copenhagen in 

1967. 

The royal couple have two 
sons. Crown Prince Frederik 
(the heir to the throne), bom in 

1 968, and Prince Joachim, bom 
in 1969. 

The Queen's days are filled 


with the strenuous duties of her 
position. She presides over 
meetings of Council of State, 
where all legislation is pul for- 
ward. Beyond this her tasks are 
largely of a representative 
nature. She receives new 
ambassadors and foreign heads 
of srate visiting Denmark, and 
together with Prince Henrik she 
undertakes official visits to 
other countries, in 1987 as far as 
Australia. 

The royal family’s official 
residence in Copenhagen is the 
Amalienborg Palace — alter- 
nating d urine the summer mon- 
ths with F redens borg Palace in 
North Zealand and Marselis- 
borg in Arhus. Queen Ingrid's 
summer residence is Gras ten 
Palace in South Jutland. The 
royal couple often sail during 
the summertime m the royal 
yacht Dannebrog.

economic recovery hopes soar 


THE Kuwait economy was look- 
ing up in 1 987 as compared to the 
previous year in several aspects. 
The population has increased by 
4.6 per cent in 1987 and reached 
the level of i -873 million, accord- 
ing to the Bank Operating Statis- 
tics published by the Kuwait's 
Institute of Banking Studies. But 
the exports in 1987 has gone up 
by 10.83 per cent to reach 
KD2.330 million. The increase 
and stabilisation of oil prices 
during the year around S 16-1 8 
per barrel had helped increasing 
the revenues from oil export. The 
oil export in 1987 was KD2.097 
million, which was 13.2 percenL 
more than the previous year. The 
public revenues also have 
increased in 1 987 by 8 per cent 
from the 1986 level and reached 
KD2.5l8million. 

However, the public expen- 
diture in 1987 was KD2.520 
million during the year which 
was 17.3 per cent less than 1986 
level. This was probably due io 
the budget deliciis of 1985 and 
86 . 

Loans 

In 1987. ail Kuwaiti banks 
have worked seriously for 
implementing the Difficult 
Credit Facilities Settlement 
Programme. In essence, the 


Oil consumption 
will increase, 
says OAPEC 
official 

ECONOMIC reconstruction in 
the Gulf will weigh heavily on oil 
production in the region and 
prices of the commodity world- 
wide, according to a senior Arab 
oil industry official. 

Indications abound that oil 
consumption will increase by 
about one million barrels a day 
by next year, said acting 
Secretary General of the Organ- 
isation of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OAPEC) 
Abdul Azi 2 A I Waltari in an 
interview published on Sunday. 

If global production 
accelerates beyond the level of 
consumption, it will be hard for 
producers to maintain the 
current prices. A I Waltari war- 
ned in a newspaper interview. 
Demand 

Meanwhile, he defended 
Iraq's demand for an OPEC 
production quota equal to Iran's 
2.369 million barrels per day 
( BPD). saying OAPEC's overall 
output will not increase if the 
Iraqi request is met. He did not 
explain how. 

OAPEC includes iO oil expor- 
ting Arab countries, but is not 
involved in production and pric- 
ing policies of its members. 

Most other oil exporters sup- 
port Iraq's stand and think euuol 
quotas would clear the way for 
an agreement which in turn 
would stabilize ihe marker 
System 

Iraq broke away from the 
OPEC quota system in l9Su and 
has since been producing freely 
to press its demand for a produc- 
tion ceiling equal to that of iis 
war foe. OPEC's current ceiling 
to the exclusion of Iraq is 15.06 
million BPD. 

Wattari faulied the media in 
ihe region Tor ignoring a major 
factor in oil market develop- 
ments which is how oil revenues 
will be spent in Ihe wake of the 
Gulf war ceasefire. 

He said spending oil revenues 
on reconstruction and develop- 
ment in peacetime will re-ene’r- 
gize other several economic sec- 
tors, chiefly industries related to 
oil production, manufacturing 
and export. 

North Yemen 
premier holds 
economic talks 
in Syria 

DAMASCUS, Sept 4. (Reuter): 
North Yemeni Prime Minister 
Abduj-Aziz Abdulghani arrived 
in Syria today for an official visit 
aimed at promoting economic 
and oil co-operation, officials 
said. 

Diplomats said Abdulghani. 
whose country joined the ranks 
of world oil producers earlier this 
year, might seek Syrian technical 
expertise in developing North 
Yemen’s oil industry'. 

Co-operation 

Syria has produced oil since 
the late 1960s and now has an 
estimated output of 250,000 
barrels per day. More than 80 per 
cent of its oil operations are run 
by local engineers and experts. 

Abdulghani. who was greeted 
by Syrian Prime Minister Mah- 
moud Zu'bi. said in an arrival 
statement (hat he would discuss | 
ways to expand economic co- ; 
operation and commercial | 
exchanges with Syria. 


programme consists of res- 
cheduling of the problem loans 
over either 10 or 1 5 years. Under 
the programme the Central 
Bank has guaranteed the short- 
fall in the provisions of the banks 
against indebtedness in order to 
protect the interests of sharehol- 
ders and depositors alike, in 
addition to solving the debt 
problem without causing extra- 
ordinarily painful effects of the 
defaulters. The efforts on the 
Central Bank in this direction 
was primarily aimed to help put- 
ting the banks back into a sound 
footing for the future without 
causing political or social 
problems. The process is expec- 
ted to be completed by 1988 and 
once completed, it would 
undoubtedly lay a strong foun- 
dation for the economic recovery 
and growth of the country.

Increased 

The total money supply had 
increased by 4.7 per cent in 1987. 
while the increase in money sup- 
ply was only 2.6 percent in 86. At 
the same time during the year the 
interbank money rates have fur- 
ther declined from the previous 
year levels. By the end of the year 
overnight rates were quoted

around 3 per cent and the 3- 
month rates around 5 percenL 
In March 1987, the Central 
Bank announced a new interest 
rate policy. Interest rate ceiling 
for loans up to one year maturity 
for productive purposes was 
fixed at 6 per cent level while for 
the other types of short-term 
loans, therate was fixed at 7.5 per 
cent. For loans with maturity 
over one year, the ceiling was 
fixed at 1 per cent above the 
Kuwait Inter-Bank Offered Rate 
(K1BOR) prevailing at the time 
of granting the loan. For con- 
sumer loans the ceiling was fixed 
at 6 per cent which could be dis- 


counted at the time of loan dis- 
bursement. The new interest rate 
policy is expected to stimulate 
consumption and investment in 
the local and consequently the 
economic activity in the country. 

Move 

In September 1987, the gover- 
nment decided to introduce 
short-term treasury bills and 
long-term treasury bonds 
programme in Kuwait. The 
move authorises the government 
to raise KD1.4 billion from the 
public in the form of borrowings. 
It was a move to bridge the bud- 
get deficits of government. At the 
same time the step would also 


help providing additional invest- 
ment opportuni ties for the finan- 
cial institutions and the 
residents, and broaden the finan- 
cial market of Kuwait. 

The instruments are bearer' 
instruments listed in the local 
stock market. Though the under- 
writing is restricted to the local 
financial institution, individuals 
and companies also could buy 
the instruments. 

Bonds 

• The first three issues ' of 
treasury bills and treasury bonds 
by the Central Batik of Kuwait in 
late 1987 was overwhelmingly 
received by the financial market 
The CBK could raise a total of 
KD628 million (KD423 million 
from treasury bills and KD205 
million from treasury bonds) 
from the first three issues alone. 

In the year 1987, approx-

In May 1987, the Republic of

Activity . 

The stock market activity in 
Kuwait has further unproved in 
1987.

The five year plan of Kuwait 
for 1985-90 had set a target 
growth rate of3.9 percent for the 
GDP. This growth rate is possi- 
ble to achieve with improved 
government expenditure during 
1988-90 period. 

The official reserves of the 
country is estimated to be around 
KD25 billion in 1986, of which 
around KD14 trillion is held as 
the Fund for Future Generations 
and the remaining in the form of 
the general reserves of the stale. 
The above reserves and the in ves- 
trrfcnt income arising from their 
investments would continue to 
provide financial security to the 
country even in the eventuality of 
any decline of oil prices.

banks’ assets growing, says IBS study 


THE overall performance of the 
banks in Kuwait indicates that 
the banks have experienced bet- 
ter rates of performance in 
several major parameters in 1987 
as compared to the previous two 
years. 

After 1983. the banks in 
Kuwait were experiencing 
declining trends of performance 
in 1 984 and 1 985. The worst year 
was 1985. 

The 1 986 had shown not only a 
reversal of the declining trend in 
performance, but also a marginal 
improvement as compared to 
1985. The situation has definitely 
improved in 1987. says the IBS 
study. 

Assets 

At the end of 1987, the eight 
banks had attained a total asset 
of KD 1 1 .358 million which was 
5.4 per cent more than the total 
asset of the previous year. 

The IBS study said it should be 
also noted that in 1986. the assets 
of the banks had grown only by 
2.38 per cent. It is also important 
to note that for the first lime after 
1 9S3. the value of the assets of the 
banking sector has surpassed the 
»9S3 level of KD 1 1,156 million. 

By the end of 1987, the loans 
and discounts of the eight banks 
have grown by 3.4 per cent to 
reach KD 6,007 million and the 
investment and deposits by 7.7 


KUWAITI BANKS: TOTAL ASSETS (80-87) 
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per cent to reach KD 2,692 
million. Meanwhile, the deposits 
stood at KD 9,931 million level 
and the shareholders' equity at 
KD I.U4million. 

The annual growth in deposits 
in 1 987 was4.37 percent and that 
of share holders' equity was 1 1 .7 
per cent. 

Profit 

In 1987 the net profit of the 
eightbanks has increased by 14.9 
per cent from the previous year. 
The net profit in 1987 was KD 


63. 1 2 million. At the same time it 
may be noted that the 1987 net 
profit of commercial banks has 
been only 73 percent of the peak 
level net profit achieved in 1983. 

But in all respects the growth 
rates of the banking system in 
1987 were belter than the 
previous year. 

At the end of 1987 the 
aggregate market value of the 
shares of the banks — excluding 
the Industrial Bask, whose 
shares are not traded — was KD 


1,707 million while the book 
value of shares was KD 1,114 
million. 

The 1987 market value of 
shares of the seven banks was 30 
per cent more than that of the. 
previous year. But still the 
market value of banks shares 
remained only at 46 per cent of 
the 1982 value. 

However, as compared to 

1985, the market value was 86 per 
cent more in 1987. This may be • 
considered as a clear indication 
of the renewal of investors' con- 
fidence in the bank shares.

Spirits in the Sinanciai community get a big boost 


t hopes for better times 


NEW YORK. Sept 4. (AF). Wall 
Streeters are hoping lor some 
extra cause to celebrate with the 
arrival of the traditional ‘'busi- 
ness new year" at Labour Day, 
next Monday. 

First of all. they would like to 
see investors and traders, back 
from the diversions of summer, 
helping* to pick up the tempo 
from the anaemic pace of activity 
in recent weeks. 

In addition, they see some 
preliminary signs of relief from 
the constant talk lately of loo- 
rapid economic growth, rerived 
inflation and credit-tightening 
by the Federal Reserve. 

Spirits in the financial com- 
munity got a big boost on Friday 
when the Labour Department 
reported slower-than-expeclcd 
employment growth for August, 
and revised downward its figure 
for July as well. Both the stock 
and bond markets responded 


quickly with strong gains. 

That of course, put traders in 
the familiar but still awkward 
position of seeming to applaud 
an increase in the unemployment 
rate, in this case to 5.6 per cent in 
August from 5.4 per cent in July. 

But the standard interpreta- 
tion of the data among financial 
analysts was that it signalled 
moderating growth in the econ- 
omy and less cause io worry 
about inflation. 

Rates 

Alan Greenspan, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve, has made 
clear with both words and action 
his concern oflate that inflation- 
ary pressures were building. 

Moves by the Fed to restrain 
those pressures by tightening 
credit conditions have produced 
a steady increase in short-term 
interest rales. 

In the view of many analysts, 
the new employment data raise 


the possibility that the central 
bank won’t feel obliged to tigh- 
ten credit any further at least 
through the November elections. 

The latest evidence “suggests 
the current structure of short- 
term rales is too high.” said Tom 
Carpenter, chief economist at 
ASB Capital Management in 
Washington. 

“A couple more months of 
moderate earnings gains should 
cause short rales to go down." 

Joseph Feshbach, an anlayst 
at Prudential- Bache Securities, 
argues that "September should 
cool off the bona market’s over- 
heated anxieties." 

"I believe that before the year 
is out we’ll see a very sharp bond 
rally as it becomes evident that 
the fear of inflation has been 
blown out of all proportion." he 
said in a commentary published 
before Friday's report. 

Thanks to the rally on Friday, 


the Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials finished the past week 
with a net gain of 37. 1 6 points at 
2,054.59. 

The New York Stock 
Exchange composite index rose 
2.42 to 149.66 the Nasdaq com- 
posite index for the over-the-* 
counter market gained 2.08 to 
376.51. and the American Slock 
Exchange Market Value index 
was up 1 .75 at 295.62. 

Volume on the Big Board 
averaged 128.48 million shares a 
day, up from 1 17.29 million the 
week before. 

“The rise in interest rates here 
and overseas should eventually 
begin to cool demand,” says 
David Resler, chief economist at 
Nomura Securities International 
in New York. 

“So far, available data suggest 
that ihe late second-quarter 
surge in demand may have sub-

Egypt, IMF in crucial talks over economic reform 


CAIRO. Sept 4. (Reuter): Egypi 
and the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) have renewed their 
critical tug-of-war over how far 
and how fast lo reform the Egyp- 
tian economy, burdened by a $43 
billion debt 

The two sides began closed 
talks in Cairo yesterday on an 
economic reform package which, 
if agreed, would clear the way for 
Egypt to seek further debt res- 
cheduling at the 18-nation Paris 
Club. 

••This meeting will be quite 
crucial to see if they can puL some 
ideas on paper." said a Western 
diplomat in Cairo. 

“I*d be very disappointed if 
something didn't come out of it. 
although it may take another 
meeting...” he added. 

The government of President 
Hosni Mubarak, while anxious 


to reform the economy, is 
worried that hasty measures 
could provoke social unrest in 
the largest Arab stale. 

A new letter of intent by 
Egypt if accepted by the IMF 
would replace an earlier 18- 
month programme that officially 
terminated at the end of June. 

The earlier agreement allowed 
Egypt to reschedule debt with 
individual Paris Club members 
which came due in the 18-month 
period. Japan, however, still has 
not agreed with Egypt on res- 
cheduling terms. 

Payments 

"There are problems,” said a 
Japanese diplomat, who expec- 
ted another meeting on the issue 
in Tokyo this month. 

Many payments required 
since July 1 have not been made, 
diplomats said. But IMF 


approval of a new programme 
would allow Egypt to reschedule 
retroactively. 

The Cairo daily A1 Ahram said 
today Egypi was seeking a two- 
to-three-year package that 
would include IMF credits. 

Egypt is still negotiating with 
the IMF to release the last $150 
million of a S325-million standby 
credit that was part of the last 
programme. Diplomats said the 
money was withheld because of 
IMF disappointment over the 
pace of reform. 

A1 Ahram, reflecting official 
concern about sudden reforms, 
said: "Egypt is taking measures 
on economic readjustment as 
part of a gradual plan for reform 
taking into consideration the 
social conditions of the low- 
income ca tegories.” 

It said the steps would control 


prices, limit unemployment and 
curb inflation. 

The IMF wants Egypt to 
reduce its budget deficit, which 
equals about 17 percent of gross 
domestic product totalling about 
£43 billion ($19 billion). 

The means to achieve this, 
including reductions in con- 
sumer subsidies, are often 
inflationary and Egypt wants to 
take such measures very 
gradually. 

Rates 

The IMF would also like to see 
higher interest rates on deposits 
and unification of the exchange 
rate. 

Egypt won plaudits from the 
IMF for abolishing an artificially 
low commercial exchange rate, 
but still maintains another low 
rate used for imports of basic 
goods. 


The rate of 0.70 pounds to the 
dollar, compared to die market 
rate of about 2.32, represents a 
heavy hidden subsidy. 

The government is consider- 
ing raising interest rates two lo 
three percent from current levels 
of about 13 per cent, Cairo 
papers have reported. The jump 
would still be far from the current 
inflation level, estimated at 
about 30 per cent 
Diplomats said Egypt wanted 
to reform the economy and was 
anxious to reach an IMF 
agreement to reduce pressure 
from its creditors, but not at the 
cost of igniting social disorder. 

“I don't foresee an immediate 
balance of payments crisis, but 
it s not getting any easier for 

them, said one. “They've got to 

regularise their debt situation 
somehow."

Deposits 

During 1987 the time deposits 
have shown a considerable 
decline of 12.98 per cent as 
against substantial increases in 
the other forms of deposits. 

Increase in certificates of 
deposits was 144 per cent while 
that of foreign cuxTency deposits 
was 51>5 percent. Sight deposits 
also increased though at a lesser 
extent, by 7.8 per cent. 

The proportion of rime 
deposits in the total deposit 
structure, has dedined from the 
60.27 per- cent level of 1986 to 
50.52-per cent by the end of 1987. 
In other words the structural 
change in time deposits was

Meanwhile, the composition

The structural changes in 
deposits are important to be 
noted for sound financial man- 
agement of banks. 

Position 

Tbe debt-equity position of 
the Kuwaiti banks has continued 
to remain very comfortable in 
1987. The eauity funds has 
accounted for 9.8 per cent of the 
total funding of tanks in 1987. 

In all respects the Kuwaiti 
banks are in a sound footing as 
far as the capital adequacy stan- 
dards are concerned. 

In the coming years the 
Kuwaiti banks are goingto enter 
into a much sounder financial 
standing. 

To conclude, it is well known 
that the crash of the unofficial 
stock market in 1982 and the 
accompanying problem loans, 
the fall in oil prices and con- 
sequent fall in public expen- 
diture, and the continuation of 
the Zran-iraq conflict were the 
major reasons for the adverse 
performance of the economy and 
banking system in Kuwait dur- 
ing the past few years. 

The progress in the implemen- 
tation of tbe Difficult Credit 
Facilities Settlement Prog- 
ramme, under the auspices of the 
Central Bulk of Kuwait, in 1987 
has certainly mitigated the lin- 
gering effects of tbe stock market 
crash of 1982 and the problem 
loans. 

The improvement and firming 
up ofoilprices around 5 1 6-1 8 per 
barrel tn 1987, has helped 
increasing the oil revenues of the 
country and also improving its 
general economic confidence. 


No tariffs are being imposed 
on most of Gulf states* petro- 
chemical exports to Europe. 

However, Eileman a -Jensen 
said that these exports are in 
direct competition with similar 
products from some of the EEC 
members, and threatens to wor- 
sen the unemployment problem 
in these countries.

OPEC problems 
will end 
eventually, 
says Subroto 

OPEC secretary-general Sub- 
roto said yesterday the oil organ- 
isation would eventually over- 
come production and price 
problems. 

"Harmony and cohesion will 
definitely return and all OPEC 
problems concerning production 
tevds and prices will be solved 
gradually,” Subroto told repor- 
ters before leaving for Qatar at 
the end of a visit to Kuwait. 

But he said the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
could not enforce strong and bin- 
ding resolutions as long as the 
Iran-Iraq war dragged on and 
differences remained between 
the 13 members. 

Iran’s acceptance ofa ceasefire 
in the war has triggered expecta- 
tions among traders that 
regional producers might resume 
worlring together to strengthen 
the organisation. But peace talks 
between Iran and Iraq have made 
no progress and both sides are 
still hostile. 

Production 

According to a Reuter survey, 
OPEC produced about 20 
milli on barrels per day (BPD) in 
August compared with its 
production ceiling of 15.06 
milli on BPD. 

Subroto arrived in Kuwait on 
Friday after talks in Iraq failed to 
bring Baghdad back into 
OPEC’s quota system to stabilise 
ofl prices. 

Subroto, who also visited 
Tehran, said he went to Iraq and 
Iran to hear their points of view 
on production levels. 

He said his talks in the area 
focussed on exploring ‘all ways 
and means to mid a solution for 
pricing and production 
problems.’ 

The Kuwaiti Cabinet yester- 
day called on OPEC members to 
meet their responsibilities and 
support OPEC unity. 

Cost of living 
still rising 
steadily in 
Turkey 

ANKARA, Sept 4, (Reuter): 
The cost of livmg is still rising 
steadily in Turkey, official 
figures showed today, despite 
government predictions that 
austerity measures imposed in 
February would help to bring 
down inflation. 

The State Institute of Statistics 
said prices rose by 3.4 per cent in 
August, following increases of 
2.2 per ocent in June and 2.8 per 
cent in July. 

It said the annual retail infla- 
tion rate tad now reached 78.4 
per cent, compared with 38.9 per 
cent a year ago. 

Package 

Prime Minister Turgut Ozal, 
defending February's economic 
package, had said he expected 
inflation to start falling after 
May. 

He is facing a September 25 
referendum on whether the date 
of local elections can be advan- 
ced to November, which would 
give him a poll-free period of four 
years in which to implement 
unpopular economic reforms. 


Opposition parties on both the 
right and left, accusing Ozal of 
mismanaging the economy, say 
the referendum will be a vote of 
confidence in his policies. 

Officials deny thane will be 
public spending spree to woo 
voters before the polls.

But then Yang, at 25 a year 
older than his opponent, swept to 
the opening game and opened a 
5-0 lead in the second. 

Zhao trimmed the deficit to 6- 
4. Bui Yang pinned him on the 
baseline, scored repeatedly by- 
forcing errors and wrapped up 


the match with a delightful drop 
shot that fell onto the sideline. 

In the women's encounter 
Han. a habitual slow starter, lost 
the opening game as four-times 
champion Li shot into the lead at 
4-3 and stayed in front. 

Li opened a 4- 1 lead in the 
second game before Han finally 
got her net game in order and 
began lo win jhe close exchanges 
with her better control. 

Li became more and more 
frustrated as Han raced through 
the final same. 

China's world champions also

England's tour ttuped into a 
war between the visiting team 
and the Pakistani umpires. Fust 
Chris Broad refused to acoept a 
caught- behind decision, then 
captain Mike Gatting had his 
now famous dash with umpire 
Shakoor Rana and a day was 
lost 

Merely 

Simpson was asked .whether 
the Australians would object to 
Rana being appointed to the 
umpiring panel. He slid merely 
that he had not seen themnpiie in- 
action personally and would 
have to wait and see. 

The panel is due to be announ- 
ced before the first of the three 
Tests, which begins in Karachi 
on September 15. 

Pakistan have won three of 
their last five Test series and 
drawn two, both against West 
Indies. But this time they are 
without the inspiration of Imran 
Khan, who opted out contain- 
ing of the hot and sultry weather 
[□Pakistan in September. 

The added absence of the 
injured Wastm Akram has badly 
dented Pakistan's pace attack, 
though they have in Abdul Qadir 
the best leg-spinner in the game. 

Simpson was not too concer- 
ned.

They outplayed. the 
favourites in the semifinal in 
Lahore’s Khaddafi stadium, 
where they begin their nine- 
match tour tomorrow. 

Qadir will captain a Patron’s 
XI for the three-day game, trans- 
ferred from RqtoaJpradi follow- 
ing the death on August 17 of 
President Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq. 

Well-matched 

While Qadir may choose not 
to offer the tourists too much 
practice agkinst his spin, Allan 
Border’s men will probably get a 
crack at likely Test pace men 
Mohsin Kamal and Hafiz Sha- 
hid. 

Simpson said the two sides 
were well-matched. “Form on 
the day will decide it. There's no 
problem about the weather as 
we’ve been here at the same time 
for the last two years. 

“We’re mentally attuned to 
what we require, the heat won’t 
worry us, it gets very hot in A us- 
tralia and we knew that it was 
going to be hot here as well.”

Postpone England’s tour: Pataudi 


NEW DELHI, Sept 4. (Reuter): 
The Nawab of Pataudi. Indian 
cricket's elder statesman, says it 
may be best to postpone 
England's winter tour of India 
until the vexed issue of players 
who have South African links is 
resolved. 

Pataudi, a former captain of 
India, gave his view as anti-apar- 
theid leaders condemned the 
appointment of Graham Gooch, 
who led a rebel tour to South 
Africa in 1982. as skipper for the 
forthcoming England tour. 

Pataudi told reporters today a 


fresh ban on Gooch, who was 
barred from international 
cricket for three years following 
the 1982 tour, might split the 
cricket community worldwide. 

“Some nations may combine 
together to re-introduce South 
Africa into the fold of inter- 
national cricket,” he said. 

Problem 

“It might be fittingfor the tour 
to be postponed until this thorny 
problem is sorted out,” he said. 

Anand Sharma, a ruling Con- 
gress (I) party member of 


parliament and chairman of 
World Youth Action Against 
Apartheid, said at a press con- 
ference that he and other MPs 
would protest to Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi if England's Test 
and County Cricket Board 
(TCCB) did not withdraw 
Gooch from the team. 

"No compromise is possible 
on matters pertaining lo aparth- 
eid in sport." he said, accusing 
the TCCB of appointing Gooch 
as a deliberate insult to India 
because of the country’s firm 
stand against apartheid. 
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
